From the point of view of practical 
politics Senator Knox's resolution is un- 
workable. The Covenant of the League of 
Nations not only is the first clause of the 
Treaty, but many of the settlements which 
the latter proposes are directly dependent 
upon the existence of the League. It is 
the very backbone of the Treaty, and, if 
it be removed, the Peace of Versailles must 
of necessity collapse. Consider the map 
of the world. Vast changes have been 
made, Nations have arisen from the ashes 
of dynasties. Eastern Europe is a seething 
mass of young, ambitions peoples, political 
babes, whose horizons are bounded by 
their national frontiers,. and whose in- 
ordinate lust for expansion makes it im- 
perative that they shall be held in check. 
Already they are at one another's throats. 
Bela Kun, ‘at the head of anarchical 
hordes, is marching against Rumania and 
Czecho-Slovakia. His activities are caus- 
ing deep anxiety to the Councils of Paris. 
The Czechs, in their turn, are virtually 
at war with the Poles and the Ruthenes. 
The Esthonians and Letts have proved 
themselves utterly incapable of preserving 
peace without strict supervision. Most ol 
these countries have been created by the 
Fourteen Points. Again, look at the 
Colonies. Huge tracts of land inhabited 
by people who by no stretch of imagina- 
tion could be conceived as independent 
entities have been allotted to various 
Powers by the very League of Nations 
which Senator Knox seeks to shelve.

Inland Fisheries. 


In these days of reconstruction—or 
rather, of talk about it—we are told that 
our Irish rivers will play a large part in 
the programme of national *-velopment. 
The hope is usually associa with the 
potentialines of water-power. There is 
another thing, however, that can be got 
out of our rivers besides electricity— 
namely, fish. The hopes based on water- 
power are, we think, more romantic than 
practical. On the other hand, we have 
in our inland fisherses an asset of really 
national importance. If they were deve- 
loped consistently and scientifically, they 


could be made a certain source of wealth | 
and comfort. In the first place, a hungry | 
period lies before the whole world, and a | 
| large and increasing supply of fish would 
be a very valuable addition to the national | 
larder. In the next place, sport has re. | 
sumed its sway in these islands, and the | 


sport of angling—if we may judge from 
articles in the English newspapers—eeems 
to be on the eve of a great revival, The 
attractions of Ireland as a resort for 
touriste—especially the class of tourist 
that has plenty of money to spend —will 
be increased enormously if we can regain 


for Irish rivers and lakes their ancient 


reputation as an angler's Fl Dorado. 
Unfortunately, the task will take “a Jot 
of doing.” No aspect of Irish industry 
has been more scandalously neglected 
during the last generation than the care 
of our miland fisheries. On the positive 
side, the fisheries were starved through 
lack of State schemes for the im. 
provement and replenishment of their 
stock. On the negative side, poach- 
ing was actually encouraged by paucity of 
protection—due to the poverty of the con- 
servation boards—and by a preposterous 
system of reducing fines to vanishing point. 
Matters have grown steadily worse during 
the war period. Angling, very naturally, 
was neglected. The already diminutive 
stafis of river-guardians became still 
smaller, Poaching has flourished openly, 
unpunished, and umashamed. A stage has 
been reached now when, if the industry, 
as a national asset, is pot to become ex- 
tinct, radical and prompt steps must be 
taken to give it a new start in hfe We 
hope sincerely that the conference of 
beards of conservators which was held 
yesterday in Dublin is the first symptom 
of such a start. The immediate need, as 
we think, is the stoppage of the wholesale 
poaching and destruction of fish. When 
that has -been achieved, schemes of 
scientific development can be undertaken 
at greater leisure, and, if the Government 
has any real interest in Lrish reconstruc- 
tion, it will support them liberally. The 
conference has begun by reviving co- 
eperation among the boards, and by ask.

The War Office announces that a report just 
received from Ekaterinodar, dated May 28th, 
gives emceuragimg news of the progress of 
Denikin's troops on the Manitch front; All the 
cavalry has been placed under the command of 
General Wranmgel.

The Dublin Zoological Gardens were looking 
their best yesterday afternoon—and that is saying 
much—when the summer fate in aid of the funds 
of the Royal Zoological Society of Ireland was 


formally epened by the Lord Lieutenant im 
presence of a large and fashionable assembly, 
Overmight there had been a series of heavy 
thunder-showers, with the result that the flowers 
and foliage Th the gardens were resplendént in 
all their summer glory‘and the lawns were sil 
speckled with newly-opened daisies. In one of 
the spacious lion cages fronting on to ar- 
dens a lordly beast stalked to and fro, with a 
dignity that seemed to have a quaint suggestion 
ef a knew on hie part of some Section of 
on exceptional character being afoot. It is cus 
tomary to regard the lion as the king of the 
forest. but, as a matter of fact, this particular 
hom, like many others in the Zoo, had never 
seen a tropical forest, and is Irish to the back- 
bone. In conversation yesterday, the President 
of the Royal Zoological Society spoke warmly 
and affectionately of our Dublin lions. “ I don't 
know what we would have done but for the lions 
during the war,” said Sir Frederick Moore: 
"they practically kept the Gardens going. We 


realwed about £500 during the past four years 
from the sale ef lions—and that, without deplet- 
ing our stoek, which is at present. quite up to 
the pre-war level.” Thus have our Dublin lions 
defended their home during the war as effec- 
tively as did their forest forefathers Un- 
happily, however, for the peace of mind of the 
Council, the*lions were an exception to the 
general rule, and ali the other animals, birds, 
and reptiles had to be maintained without any 
carresponding contribution According to a 
table printed in the interesting programme cf 
the féte, it costs considerably more per day to 
feed a bison or an antelope, a chimpanzee or 
an eagle, than it does to feed a lion. Such has 
been the pressure of the times and finan- 
cial and physical impossibility of repairing the 
war-time wastage of stock, that the success of 
the féte, which has now been so auspicious!
